Rre Engine 
Authorized 

The City Ccuncil at its 
regular meeting of Tuesday, 
April 12, gave authorization 
to Fire Chief Charles Brown 
for the purchase of a new 
(used) fire engine in the 
amount not to exceed $30,500. 
The money, by motion and 
second, was taken from the 
Capital Projects Reserve Ac- 
coimty. 

The engine is to replace 
the old 1947 Seagr a v e s 
which was formerly located 
at the Canyon Station. 

Various engines were 
offered for bidding by the 
County of Los Angeles, Chief 
Brown viewed the pieces uo 
for sale and selected for bid¬ 
ding three engines that were 
certified to be the type need¬ 
ed for the City of Sierra 
Madre, all items carried a 
minimum bid of $10,000. 

As his number one selec¬ 
tion Chief Brown bid $25,050 
on a 1956 Crown 1250 GPM 
Triple Combination pumper 
with a Hall Scott 93S gaso¬ 
line engine with a Water- 
ous Pump and carrying 600 
gallons of water. Bid No. 2 
was for the same type en¬ 
gine in the amount of $20,- 
030 and the third bid was 
for a 1955 Crown at $18,021. 
Should the priority bid be 
accepted the other two would 
be null and void, the same 
with No. 2. 

The City was further noti¬ 
fied that Chief Brown had 
requested an addit i o n a 1 
$5,000 to properly and fully 
equip the new engine. The 
approval was given for the 
priority bid not to exceed 
$30,050. Should alternates be 
necessary they would fall 
below the appropriation.

The County Clerk's statutory refiling fee is $10.00. If publication is necessary, our ad¬ 
vertising charge is $25.00. If there is no publication, your cost is only $10.00. If you want 
us to handle filing for you, please bring us your $10.00 check made payable to "Los Angeles 
County Clerk." Our forms and filing services are free, as explained above. If the records need to 
be searched there is a $2.00 charge.

The Ten Commandments, of 
Water Conservation 

1. Put a stopper in your sink or use a dishpan when you wash dishes. Washing 
with running water uses 30 gallons per meal. 

2. Keep a bottle of drinking water in the refrigerator — running water fro'm 
the faucet until cold will waste a gallon. 

3. Wait until you have a full 9-pound wash before you run your washing 
machine. The average automatic washing machine uses 50 gallons per load. 

4. Turn the hot water off while you shave, and turn the cold water off while 
you brush your teeth. Shaving with a running faucet uses about 20 gallons. 

5. Take showers Instead of baths. The usual bath requires 36 gallons, the 
usual shower, only 25.

6 Legislators — 6 Answers 

More than 300 persons attending a February 23rd 
seminar in Sacramento on Major legislative proposals on 
property taxes were assured property tax relief is the 
priority issue of 1977. The seminar was sponsored jointly 
by Cal-Tax and FACT (Federation of Associated Cali¬ 
fornia Taxpayers). 

Legislators who presented their own legislative pro¬ 
grams also Incficated a solution will be difficult because 
there are several proposals whioh do not complement 
each other. Compromise seems essential. 

The property tax relief proposals included: Asses.s- 
ment freezes; homeowners’ exemption, senior citizens’ and 
renters’ credit increases; limitation of property taxes to 
a percentage of market value, or based on differential 
tax rates by class of property; and pheising out of taxes 
on improvements while freezing taxes on residential land 
regaining lost revenue through a sales tax on residential 
property. Six legislators presented six answers. The Sierra 
Madre News will present these six answers in the space 
during the next six weeks. They are interesting. 

Limit Taxes To Percentage 

"People feel government has grown much too fat,’’ 
Assemblyman Efan Boatwright told the tax seminar. 

This is the main factor which has brought on the 
taxpayer revolt and forced top priority In the legislature 
to property tax relief. 

To support the popular viewi>oint which Boatwright 
'indicated he agreed with, he pointed out that “46 cents 
of every earned dollar now goes for taxes and a few 
years back it was 42 cents out of each dollar. 

"Local government revenues have tnereased 16.3% a 
year for the past three years but the consumer price index 
has increased 8.88% and the population 1.37%. Thus the 
reevnues are Increasing 60% faster than growth justi¬ 
fying factors. 

“In the same three year period county salaries have 
increased 27.6%; city salaries 32.2% and special distrietc 
(Including schools) 68.1%.’’ 

Some constraints are essential for local government, 
Boatwright indicated, and he stated emphatically, “Some 
measure will pass. Wait and see what happens if the 
legislature fails to put a viable measure on the ballot 
(for property tax relief).’’ 

He said that are multiple initiatives ready to go and 
some of them are “punitive and will kill local government 
as we know it. But people are in a punitive mood.” 

He pointed out a Gallup Poll had found people ar? 
most suspicious of big government. He warned that if 
one of tlie “punitive” measures is passed by the voters, 
then local government will response with its own punitive 
program. He predicted a curtailment of essential services 
such as fire and police would follow to force a repeal of 
these measures. 

“Local gcrvernment can live without the kind of growth 
(in income) it has been getting,” Boatwright said. 

Boatwright favored an Increase in income tax rates 
for the wealthy. 

He then outlined some of the basic provisions of his 
AC:A 2 and AB 11. These would limit assessment to 2% 
of full market value on any residential property homes 
and 2.5% on all other property. He said this would pro¬ 
vide immediate tax relief for everyone. 

Increase Exemption 

State Senator John Holmdahl kick off Ol-Tax’s tax 
seminar in Sacramento February 23 by telling the nearly 
400 persons in attendance, ‘This Legislature almost ter- 
tainly will pass a property tax relief measure of some kind 
or othiCr.” 

However, Holmdahl, ohairman of the Senate Revenue 
and Taxation Committee, warned that tax relief invariably 
means a tax shift, a fact of life he fears may not always 
be clear to voters and lawmakers alike when they ap¬ 
proach the subject of property tax reform. 

"If we are realistic and if we are honest, we’re talking 
about a tax shift, and this necessarily means that some 
gain and some lose. 

“Very few people are talking about reducing the 
cost of government. I don’t know that it s really practi¬ 
cal to talk about reducing the cost of government. I 
think that possibly the most we can hope for is re¬ 
tarding the increase in the cost of government, and be¬ 
lieve me that’s pretty difficult to bring about as well.’’ 

Holmdahl, noting that meaningful property tax relief 
legislation will cost from $400 million to $600 million 
annually, outlined his proposal. Senate Bill 2, which 
would increase the homeowners’ exemption from the 
current $1,750 to $2,500, provide new relief for renters, 
and impose revenue limits on local governments to en¬ 
sure that relief is not eroded by assessment increases. 

He noted that similar legislation was defeated last 
year because cities didn’t want revenue limits, the Gov¬ 
ernor wanted to preserve the state surplus, and no one 
in the Legislature wanted to increase income tax rates 
during an election year (a feature since dropped from 
his legislation). 

The veteran tax expert also lashed out at the split- 
roll property tax concept, terming plans under whioli, 
owner-occupied dwellings are taxed at lower rates than 
all other property “a politically easy way to go, but 
hypocritical” because of pass-ons to consumers and renters. 

Almost A Million! 

Supervisor Kenneth Hahn reports the number of county 
welfare recipients rose by 4,030 persons in January in 
comparison with the number aided the previous month. 

There are now 986,244 persons on welfare rolls in 
the county. 

Citing a recent report by the County Department of 
Public Social Services, Hahn said the increase was due 
primarily to the continuing long-term rise in the Medi¬ 
cal and Homemaker/Chore programs and to seasonal 
trends in the Aid-for-Dependent-Children program. 

Applications for public assistance increased to 48,340 
in January, as compared with 46,139 received in Decem¬ 
ber; and among the 2,201 increase were persons who had 
been affected by layoffs after the Christmas holidays. 

Of significance, Hahn said, was the 2,201 rise in 
applications during January, a number far less than 
the 6,6t50 received for the same period last year. 

Of it should be noted, that missing from the report, 
is the number of illegal aliens that were included in 
the total number of recipients. According to past reports 
from other sources this number continues probably con¬ 
tinues to be considerable, both in number and cost to 
the taxpayers.
